Document 1 cited in the ISR describes the matter of providing opposing magnets of the 
same polarity to mutually repel at a finger hole side of a pivotally connected portion of each 
blade body. The matter of removing parts is well known technology, and constituting the 
magnets of document 1 so as to be removable would be easy for a person skilled in the art. 
Accordingly, the invention of claim 5 does not appear to involve an inventive step.
